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TRIBUTE TO BOY SCOUT FOUNDER 
A very old man, retired long since as an Eng­ 
lish general, died in faraway East Africa recently 
and millions of boys all over the world, and all 
men who love peace, mourned him. Not because of 
Lord Baden-Powell’s brilliant military career—his 
notable defense of Mafeking in the Boer War, but 
because of his great work for world youth and 
world democracy in founding the Boy Scout move­ 
ment 33 years ago, every flag over embattled Eng­ 
land was lowered to half mast. California Scouts 
well remember his last visit to America, in 1937, 
when he delivered a radio address to the Scouts 
of all the world from San Francisco. He was a guest 
at the White House, while in Washington to in­ 
spect the site for the first national jamboree of 
the Boy Scouts of America in 1935. Now that he is 
gone, his labors to “promote good citizenship in 
the rising generation’’ ended, it is good to remem­ 
ber that America gave his fine work its greatest 
impetus during his lifetime, and honored him as 
one of the truly noble men of his generation. 


‘FREE ENTERPRISE” 


Here in the United States we live under what 
is graphically described as a free enterprise sys­ 
tem. It permits any man to go as far as his abil­ 
ities will take him. It places no barriers in the way 
of progress and achievement. It believes in the 
dignity of the individual—as opposed to systems 
which make the individual the slave of the state. 
All of us know what this free enterprise system 
has produced. It has given us the highest standard 
of living in the world. It has given the typical work­ 
er a higher paid job and a shorter work-week than 
is known anywhere else. It has given the average 
man and woman more of the luxuries and necessi­ 
ties than their counterparts enjoy in any other na­ 
tion. It has given them more security, in the form 
of homes, insurance, bank deposits and other forms 
of saving. 
All of this has been done under that free enter­ 
prise system—the individualistic system, 
so 
to 
speak. And that system has given us more than 
goods and chattels. For example, in the field of 
medicine we can see again what private enterprise 
achieves. 
In 1936, there were 11.5 deaths per each 100,­ 
000 of population from diphtheria in Germany. 
There were 8.6 in England. There were but 1.5 in 
the United States. There is one qualified physician 
for each 767 people here—as against one for each 
1,069 in England, one for each 1,307 in Germany 
and one for each 1,596 in France. In the totalitarian 
states, where government dominates medicine, and 
the bureaucrats pick the doctors, almost all dis­ 
eases are increasing. Here all are decreasing—and 
rapidly. 


LINCOLN AND WASHINGTON 
Between February 12 and 22, the birthdays of 
Lincoln and Washington, the nation will observe 
Americanism Week together with National De­ 
fense Week. There is a symbolic fitness in coupling 
Americanism and National Defense with the memo­ 
ries of Washington and Lincoln. For those titans 
of our history were as different as normal men 
could well be—and yet we think of them as very 
much alike. Washington was an aristocrat; a rich 
man; a man of proud ancestry—born to a back­ 
ground of the niceties of existence, of linen and 
silk and silverware. Lincoln was of the poor and 
humble; of the hard-handed and inelegant — his 
background a dull drab of home-spun clothing and 
of coarse food served on a bare board. But in light 
of history, the differences fade as superficial, and 
the common greatness of those men shines forth 
alike in their fervor for the American concept of 
life, for human dignity and freedom—for the Union 
of discordant states which Washington’s steadfast 
will made possible and the Union that Lincoln pre­ 
served from fratricidal destruction. 
On the question of an “indissoluble union,” 
Washington 
warned, 
rested 
the 
question 
of 
“whether the Revolution must ultimately be con­ 
sidered a blessing or a curse.” In a capital ablaze 
with bonfires in celebration of victory, the gaunt, 
weary Lincoln told a vast outdoor audience: “We 
a.11 agree that the seceded states, so called, are out 
of their proper practical relation with the Union, 
tnd that the sole object of the Government . . . is 
to again get them into their proper practical rela-

Relief In County 


Drops 71 Percent 


The num ber of cases receiving 
SRA unem ploym ent relief in Riv­ 
erside county dropped 71 
per­ 
cent betw een January and No­ 
vem ber, 1940, California T axpay­ 
ers’ association today stated, fol­ 
low ing its study of SRA 
case 
loads in California counties and 
the reasons SRA cases are closed. 
The SRA case load in the county 
decreased from 2.535 during Jan ­ 
uary, 1940 to 703 in November, 
the association found. 


T hroughout the state the SRA 
case load dropped 65 percent be­ 
tw een January and November, 
going from 121,945 to 41,761. the 
association stated. During these 
eleven m onths, a total of 252.040 
SRA cases w ere closed, it w a s 
found. It should be borne 
in 
mind, the association pointed out, 
that a case m ay m ean one per­ 
son for one day only or for an 
indefinite period of time, a n d 
that m any cases m ay have been 
opened and closed more 
than 
once during the eleven months, 
each tim e they stopped receiving 
SRA relief being considered as a 
case closed. Of the 252,000 cases 
closed, 58,000 obtained 
private 
em ploym ent, 104,000 were tran s­ 
ferred to WPA, 5,000 to county 
aid, 
2,500 
to 
other assistance 
agencies, 7,000 obtained unem ­ 
ploym ent com pensation benefits, 
1,200 w ere aided by relatives or 
friends, 3,700 returned to their 
legal residence, 33,000 left of their 
ow n accord, 10,000 refused to co­ 
operate, 10,000 failed to reappear 
or to recertify, and 18,000 left for 
other reasons.

Golf Tournament Rules Are Given 
For the Benefit of Contestants

History of the Thomas O'Donnell 
Desert Golf Course Is Related 


By BIRDIE B. PAR 
Up until 1926, the now world-famous O'Donnell Desert Golf 
Course consisted of 52 acres of bare ground and cacti patches with 
large washes running through it. 
At that time Mr. Thomas A. 
O'Donnell conceived the idea of a 9-hole golf course so that he and 
his friends might belter enjoy the sunshine and desert surroundings 
and still keep their golf games up ot par. 


The undertaking at th e outset®1 
seem ed an impossible one for two 
years were spent merely in clear­ 
ing the land. The only native 
trees on the acreage w ere t h e 
tam arisks w hich bordered 
the 
property and are still flourishing. 
The palms, cottonwoods, and A ri­ 
zona cypresses were 
all 
trans­ 
planted in order to have trees 
designating the fairw ay 
limits. 
Including th e recent addition of 
d ate palms in the lay-out, there 
are now over 200 palm trees to 
enhance the desert atm osphere of 
th e course. 
Need Accurate Approach 


As originally built no traps or 
bunkers w ere laid out to spare 
the players any fear of using their 
sand irons, bu t the greens called 
for accurate approaching as they 
w ere only 50 feet in diam eter. 
In 1929 the links w ere in play­ 
able condition and it was operat­ 
ed as a private course, 
being 
available to guests and friends of 
Mr. O’Donnell or those to whom 
special perm ission had been giv­ 
en. The construction of the course 
at th at tim e required players to 
tee off for th e 'first hole from the 
hill to the left of the present No. 
7 tee. One section of the garage 
n ear the first tee was used as a 
locker room and club house for 
those who played at th at time. 
Mr. O’D onnell was finally per­ 
suaded by those interested in a 
golf course for the resort to open 
it for public play, and in Febru­ 
ary, 1932, it was first m ade avail­ 
able. 
John K line, who built 
t h e 
course, was appointed manager, 
the position w hich he holds at 
present, and in this capacity he 
has 
made 
a 
host 
of 
friends 
throughout the country. His un­ 
failing personal interest in t h e 
upkeep and care of the project 
has been a large contributing fac­ 
to r to the success of the enter­ 
prise. 
Immediate Response 
The im m ediate response of in­ 
terested golfers and the enthus­ 
iasm evidenced in a public golf 
course in Palm Springs m ade it 
necessary to have a professional. 
M ike Flavin w as engaged to fill 
this capacity and took over his 
duties in the fall of 1932. H e con­ 
tinued as the 
professional 
in 
charge until 1934 when the real 
estate business lured him away. 
T he present season is th e sev­ 
en th 
for 
professional 
George 
Howard, of Brookside Country 
Club, Canton, Ohio. He has done 
m uch to m ake the D esert Golf 
Course one of th e prom inent fea­ 
tures of Palm Springs. A genial 
host and a superior player, he 
has made m any friends during 
his 
years 
here 
besides 
being 
know n as one of the best instruc­ 
tors of the gam e in the W est. 
W ith the increased interest and 
play on the course, im provem ents 
have been m ade yearly. 
T h e 
greens have been enlarged 
to 
m easure from 75 to 90 feet in 
w idth, fairw ays have been length­ 
ened and there are now 19 traps 
guarding the several greens. 
A 
large putting green was added in 
1937 which has proved extrem e­ 
ly popular, not only for those 
who do not play the usual 18 
holes, but for practice putting as 
well. 
It is interesting to know, too, 
th a t every fall, entirely 
n e w 
greens have to be sown. They are 
b u ilt up from a berm uda base; 
requiring a ton and a half to two 
tons of seed for the greens alone. 


Inspects Many Courses 
W hen 
th e 
building 
o f 
the 
course was und er consideration, 
Mr. O’Donnell w as extrem ely in­ 
terested in the variety of greens 
available 
in 
deciding 
which 
would be best for the desert cli­ 
m ate. W hile on an E astern trip, 
he had an opportunity to inspect 
m any courses and in St. Louis 
w as being driven by a local cab 
driver to see th e courses in that 
city. Being particularly interested 
in the type of grass used, he in­ 
quired of the driver, “W hat do 
they use for greens here?” 
The 
ready reply of the cabbie was, 
“Oh, we use beet tops, spinach, 
carrot tops, and dandelions, m ost­ 
ly.” The inform ation w as inclu­ 
sive but of little use for Mr. 
O’Donnell’s purpose. 
D uring each season about four 
tons of commercial fertilizers are 
used on the greens and fairways 
to keep them in condition and 
there are, on an average, 8 men 
employed 
for 
upkeep 
of 
thfe 
course. All of which brings one to 
the conclusion, that golf course 
upkeep on the desert is not too 
simple an achievement. 
About the Caddies 
A resume of the golf course 
would be most incomplete with­ 
out a word concerning the cad­ 
dies. 
It is just another feature 
that makes it different from the 
average run of clubs. 
The first caddie to carry a bag 


Springs caddies for they do ev­ 
erything possible to m ake t h e 
game enjoyable for the player. 
Founder Honored 
In 1940, the “25” Club was or­ 
ganized w'ith the express purpose 
of perpetuating public grateful­ 
ness and appreciation for 
t h e 
Thom as A. O'Donnell D e s e r t 
Course. A bronze placque w a s 
placed in the club house and ex ­ 
presses the sentim ents of hun­ 
dreds of golfers not only in Cali­ 
fornia, but throughout the world. 
It is inscribed as follows: 
“We, the undersigned members 
of the “25” Club, on our own be­ 
half, and for the m ultitude of 
other golfers who have enjoyed 
the privileges of the D esert Golf 
Course, hereby express to o u r 
friend, Thomas A. O’Donnell, our 
appreciation of his m any gener­ 
ous and unselfish contributions to 
our health and happiness.

MESQUITE BEAN 


N ex t to the creosote bush, the 
desert m esquite is probably the 
best know n and most w idely dis­ 
tributed of all desert shrubs and 
trees. 
It occurs in washes, along 
stream banks, and in dune areas 
over both our deserts as far north 
as U tah, as far south as Mexico, 
and as far east as Texas. 
An al­ 
most identical variety has been 
found in th e W est Indies, in Cen­ 
tral A m erica, and even in South 
A m erica. 
The m esquite has fur­ 
th er been introduced by m an in­ 
to both the H aw aiian and Philip­ 
pine 
Islands, 
w here 
it 
now 
abounds. 
In H aw aii this tree is 
called the “keaw e“ or “algaroba.” 


A tree closely allied to th e mes­ 
quite and in the same genus is 
the Screw Bean or Tornilla. The 
essential difference betw een the 
two is in the shape of th e seed 
pod. 
In th e m esquite these are 
long, 
straight, 
flattened, 
and 
stringbean-like in appearance; in 
the screw 
bean 
the 
pods are 
shortened and tw isted tightly in­ 
to 
corkscrew -like 
spirals. 
The 
color of the twigs also differs in 
the tw o trees, for it is gray in the 
screw bean and reddish brow n in 
the m esquite. 
In distribution the 
screw bean does not occur over 
quite as large an area, ranging 
south only into northern Mexico. 
It occurs on both California des­ 
erts as far north as Death Valley 
and east into Texas. The follow ­ 
ing account refers especially to 
the m esquite proper. 


V aries in Form 
The true m esquite, often called 
honey-bean 
mesquite, 
varies 
more in form and size th an any 
other comm on desert plant, be­ 
ing a low shrub under tw o feet 
in height in w ind-sw ept areas and 
a tall tree over forty feet high in 
more favorable regions. 
It may 
form a dense im penetrable thick­ 
et or it m ay be few -branched and 
scraggly. The sharp, stiff thorns, 
arranged in opposite pairs a t the 
base of each 
leaf, are the first 
thing you notice 
in trying to 
worm your w ay through a mes­ 
quite tangle. 
These thorns are 
straight and long, thus differing 
from th e short recurved hooks on 
the m esquite’s near relative, the 
cat’s claw. 
H owever, 
the most 
unusual feature of the m esquite 
is its roots. 
Some of these may 
be over sixty feet in length, pen­ 
etrating soil or sand to that depth 
to tap deep sources 
of w ater. 
Large m esquites as a rule pos­ 
sess com paratively 
short roots, 
w hereas scrubby unhealthy spec­ 
imens 
often 
have 
exceedingly 
long ones. 


W herever you see a m esquite, 
you w ill 
know 
for a certainty 
that there is good soil and w ater 
of som e sort near. 
Under pro­ 
pitious conditions it will attain 
great 
size 
and 
be 
long-lived. 
Someone has 
estim ated 
th a t a 
m esquite only one foot in diam ­ 
eter is over 125 years old! 
Pods Sugary 
The m inute yellow flowers ap­ 
pear from A pril to Ju ly in cylin­ 
drical catkin-like clusters. These 
are 
followed 
by 
the 
typical 
stringbcan-like pods which ripen 
by October. 
These pods are very 
sweet, even w hen eaten directly 
from the tree, and contain more 
than th irty percent of grape sug­ 
ar. 
Because of this 
delectable 
sweetness, they w ere highly priz­ 
ed by the 
C ahuillas 
and other 
desert tribes, and today the M ex­ 
icans still eat great quantities of 
them. 
The bean-m eal is m ade 
into little cakes w hich the M ex­ 
icans euphoniously call “m esquit- 
amales”. 
M esquite m eal m ay al­ 
so be soaked in w ater until it has 
ferm ented into a beer or thick 
syrup. 
Live-stock thrive on the 
pods, and in H aw aii alone more 
than half a m illion bags of m es­ 
quite pods are gathered annually 
just for stock food. 


That group of Indians, the Pass 
Cahuillas, who originally dw elled 
in and about Palm Springs, based 
five of their eight calendar sea­ 
sons upon the developm ent of the 
m esquite bean, their staple food: 
“budding of trees, blossoming of 
trees, com m encing to form beans, 
ripening 
of 
beans, 
falling 
of 
beans, m idsum m er, cool days, and 
cold days”. 
These C ahuillas also 
had the quaint 
belief 
th at the 


m esquite was once 
hum an and 
could talk. 
Each 
fam ily in the 
tribal unit had a large coarsely- 
woven storage 
basket, 
usually 
placed on stilts, 
in w hich the 
precious pods w ere accum ulated. 


M any Uses 
Almost every part of the tree 
is or has been utilized in one w ay 
or another by man. 
Not 
only 
were the seeds and pods eaten, 
but even the fresh flow ers w ere 
relished by the Pim as of Mexico, 
who ate them raw or in a soup. 
M esquite honey m ade by w ild 
bees is alw ays in dem and am ong 
native peoples. 
The wood of the 
root is much heavier than th at of 
the trunk, and both are very high 
in tannin content. 
If th e bark is 
pierced, a clear 
yellowish gum 
exudes from 
the 
w ound. 
This 
hardens on exposure to air into 
a sticky mass 
sim ilar 
to gum 
arabic, as a substitute for w hich 
it has 
occasionally 
been used. 
N ot only is 
this 
resinous gum 
utilized as a glue 
and varnish, 
but it w as form erly em ployed as 
a gargle and in the treatm en t of 
dysentery and sore eyes. 
It can 
even be made 
into a delicious 
candy. 
The sap of the m esquite 
provides a perm anent black dye. 
The in n er bark will yield a tea 
w hich is an excellent em etic and 
cathartic. 
M esquite wood itself, 
especially that 
of the 
roots, is 
w idely gathered for fuel. 
From 
it are also 
m ade 
railroad ties, 
carts, fence posts, charcoal, p av ­ 
ing blocks (Texas), underground 
and underw ater pilings (Hawaii), 
clubs, bows, plows, 
and tim ber 
for building purposes. 
The root 
fibers w ere form erly used by th e 
desert Indians in m aking cordage. 
T he bark was pounded and ru b ­ 
bed into tapa-like consistency by 
th e C ahuillas and then m ade in ­ 
to diapers or crude skirts. 


Insect Pests 


A 
sm all 
gray 
long-haired 
beetle, th e M esquite G irdler, b u r­ 
row s beneath the bark in the la r­ 
v al form and com pletely girdles 
th e living tree, often killing it. 
A nother 
beetle, 
the 
Pow der 
Beetle, w orks only in dead m es­ 
quite, and eventually reduces a 
solid tru n k into a spongy pow ­ 
dery m ass that crum bles on touch. 
T he pods them selves are attack ­ 
ed by th e larvae of a sm all desert 
weevil, and w hen these em erge 
as adults, they bore those tiny 
pin-holes you so often see on the 
surface of old pods. 
Parasitic 
upon 
the m esquite 
and so characteristically present 
in the tree is the desert m istletoe. 
It forms huge 
dark pendulous 
m asses high 
in the limbs. 
The 
very short rootlets of this leaf­ 
less plant penetrate the bark of 
th e m esquite and drain aw ay the 
inner juices. The tree m ay event­ 
ually 
succum b 
if 
too 
m any 
clum ps of m istletoe are present. 
B irds spread this parasite from 
lim b to limb and from tree to 
tre e by feeding upon the plan t’s 
pink 
berries, 
for 
th ey 
pass 
through the digestive tract of the 
b ird w ithout being harm ed and 
tak e root on branches w herever 
dropped. 
W ar W ith Dunes 


In 1905 
w hen 
the 
Colorado 
R iver w en t on its 
m em orable 
ram page and overflowed to form 
th e Saltón Sea, 
forests 
of m es­ 
quite and screw bean w ere com­ 
pletely subm erged. 
Some of the 
branches of these trees m ay be 
seen off shore, protruding reso­ 
lutely above the surface. 
O thers, 
now uncovered 
by the receding 
w aters, have started to leaf-out 
anew . 
In sandy 
areas 
as just 
east of Palm Springs 
th e m es­ 
quite constantly w ages w ar w ith 
sand dunes. 
As these dunes m i­ 
grate or grow higher, th e m es­ 
quite, perched as it is on the top 
of the sand, must also grow long­ 
er roots to keep apace or else be 
buried. 
By 
digging 
in 
such 
shifting sand piles, buried m es­ 
quite tru n k s and roots, excellent 
fuel, m ay be 
“m ined”, 
useable 
evidence of a battle lost. 


K angaroo rats and pocket mice 
dig their burrow s at the bases of 
m esquites as a protection against 
being dug out. The thick alm ost 
im passable 
tangle 
of 
thorny 
lim bs at ground-level w ill deter 
the most hungry of preying car­ 
nivores. 
Verdins and gnatcatch- 
ers, and rarely roadrunners, nest 
in m esquites, and during certain

tim es of the year the desert quail 
is entirely dependent upon mes­ 
quite beans for food. 
N ext tim e you see a m esquite 
or screw bean 
in 
some 
desert 
wash, don’t pass it by unheeded. 
Think of all the uses to which 
m an has subjected it. 
Think of 


its deeply-penetrating roots and 
of its relentless battles w ith th e 
sand dune. 
Think of the shelter 
and food it affords birds and ani­ 
mals. 
If you do that, you w ill 
pause in adm iration. “Ju st anoth­ 
er bush” w ill come to m ean far 
more to you.
